Father Accused of

Charge of M urder F iled at H ugo Against M an 
A fter Year Old D aughter Dies From 
Alleged Poisoning

HUGO, Okla., Sept. 13.— J. L. Atterberry, 46 years old, 
is in county jail here charged with murder in connection with 
the death of his one-year-old daughter from 
alleged 
acid 
poisoning at Goodiand, 
eight miles southwest of Hugo. Phy­ 
sicians and authorities who conducted an investigation were 
convinced, they said, that the baby died from poisoning. 
The 
child’s mouth was badly burned. 
Only meagre details of the case were made public and 
no possible motive was assigned in connection with the death 
of the baby girl. 
Those who investigated the case were Sheriff A. M. Spear, 
County Attorney Hal Welch and Dr. G. E. Harris, 
county 
physician. 
There were three children in the family, two others hav­ 
ing been born to Mrs. Atterberry by a previous marriage.
